on electric powe'-ed stokers and 
gas furnaces eitrer were forced 
to go without iu'at or used im- 
provised heating methods, again. 
Thursday night. This in addition 
to the thousands oi dollars dam- 
ages, is part of the worst ice- 
storms on record for Sedalia. II 
was also believed since the ice 
storm moved in Wednesday morn- 
ing, that Sedalia was hardest hit 


-of any city in the mid-western 


states. 


W. B. Rich, district manager foe 


"Missouri^ Public Service wouldn"' 
attempt 'to^estimate the damages 
as yet, but said it would run 
into the thousands of dollars. He 
said the main thing at the pre- 
sent time is to restore power to 
Sedalia homes. 
Over 100 men 


are working in saifts, so that the 
job continues 24 hours a day in 
order to put things back in nor- 
mal service. Mi. Rich said the 
biggest part of the job is under 
control, but- regretted tiat more 
trouble started this morning when 
the ice started thawing, causing 
more wires to bieak, which is a 
normal procedure experienced be- 
fore. He said when the ice melt- 
ed from the lirrbs, they would 
swing upward, tiereby breaking 
the wires. 
He pointed out that 


they encountered more breaks in 
the wiring this riorning than on 
Thursday morning. 
Many Without Electricity 
The district mc>nager said that 


between 500 and 600 homes were 
without electric service this after- 
noon. 


The circuits to practically all 


the business places in the heart 
of the city has bt'en restored. He 
said many of th« homes, without 
electric current s due to wires 
being down from the poies to the 
home.

The telephone service in Sedalia 


was probably disrupted more fhis 
week than in the history of the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co , 
according to Tom Mullaly, busi- 
ness manager 
of the company 


here. Mr. Mullaly stated a survey 
being made gives a report, up to 
this morning, that more than 2,000 
local phones are out of service 
due to the ice storm. He reported 
it will be weeks before a real 
estimate can be made as tto the 
actual financial loss suffered from 
the storm. 


"Each day the survey is made," 


is to be-

There has been a continued fall- 
ing of limbs and in many instances 
branches have been snapping resi- 
dential phone wires."

New York City 
May be Dry 
For Some Time 


May Take Months 
To Get Relief From 
The Present Crisis 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23—.(£>) — 


New York may be an intermit- 
tently dty city for a long, long 
time. 


Expectations are that it wil 


take about seven months to gel 
relief for the present water cusis 


And after that, prospects are 


for seveial thirsty years ahead. 


These conclusions were voiced 


yesterday 
after 
an 
emergency 


water conference of city and state 
officials. 


Gov. Thomas E. Dewey said 


state experts are convinced the 
metropolis is due for recurring 
water shortages between now and 
the mid-50's, unless drastic ac- 
tion is taken. 


"I see no reason for optimism,' 


he said. 


Dewey announced that city and 


state authorities had agreed to 
cooperate in pushing as swiftly as 
possible a project tor tapping the 
Hudson river for 100 000,000 gal- 
lons daily. 


May Take Seven Months 
But this will probably 
take 


seven months, he said, and it wil 
provide no solution for threats of 
future water shortages. 


"The.present water situation,' 


he said, "is more in the nature o: 
a permanent condition which re- 
quires radical action." 


Increasing population, heaviei 


water usage and weather factors 
have combined to make the city' 
reservoir system inadequate. Nor- 
mally, the city uses about 1,200- 
000,000 gallons daily, but the fig- 
ure has dropped below this since 
the conservation drive began. 


Dewey, who has been critica 


of the city's handling of the prob- 
lem, said it is possible that 300,- 
000,000 gallons instead of 100,- 
000,000, could be pumped Irom 
the Hudson. 
Have Divided Opinions 
But he added that to do thi 


would take at least a year of con- 
struction work. Furthermore, he 
said, city engineers "hold divided 
opinions" on such a plan. 


Under existing circumstances 


Dewey 
said, it is likely tha 


shortages will occur next yeai 
and perhaps in othei years unti 
completion in 1956 of a projec 
to bring water liom the Delaware 
i iver. 


The project, 410 w under con- 


struction, is expected to provide 
the city with some 
100,000,000 


gallons daily by 1952 The amoun 
will go up to about 440,000,000 
when the project is finished abou 
four years later, he said.

Tired Feeling' 
Is a Major 
U.S. Affliction 


CHICAGO, Dec. 23—(#}—That 


"tired feeling" is a major Amer- 
ican affliction. 


Dr. Dwight L. Wilbur of Stan- 


ford university put it this way 
today: 


A tired feeling or nervousness 


are the most common symptoms 
of emotional or neurotic disturb- 
ances. 
And from one-third to 


two-thirds of all patients seen by 
doctors suffer 
from such dis- 


turbances. 


The tired feeling falls under 


such medical names as chronic 
nervous exhaustion, psychoneu- 
rosis, benign nervousness, func- 
tional 
disorder, 
anxiety 
state; 
neurasthenia or constitutional in- 
adequacy. 


The usual causes oi emotional 


or neurotic disturbances, Dr. Wil- 
bur said, are emotiona) problems, 
life situations, overwork with in- 
adequate rest and relaxation and 
inadequate recovery emotionally 
from an infection. He added in 
an article in the Journal of the 
Amencan Medical Association: 


How it is Induced 
"Acute fatigue or nervousness 


can be induced in any normal 
pel son by lack of sleep and suf- 
ficient thieat to security; recov- 
ery generally is rapid with sleep 
or lemoval of the threat. 
When 


these symptoms are chronic the 
period ol recovery will be longei 
even alter the cause is removed 


"Improving or relieving the pa- 


tient's symptoms is an individua 
pi obi em in each case. It canno 
be accomplished until the patien 
understands the nature of his 
symptoms and accepts it reason- 
ably well. 


"If the cause of the "symptoms 


is merely the stiess of anxiety 
over a nonexistent organic dis- 
ease or result ot overwork, relief 
usually can be obtained rapidly 
by simple reassurance or by ade- 
quate rest or a vacation. 


"If, 
however, the distress is 


from a more complicated and less 
easily solved external cause or 
]f it deeply involves one of ^ the 
maior 
emotions, more detailed 


treatment and psychotherapy will 
be necessary'1

River Marsh; Flames 
Visible For Miles; 
Hard to Reach Site

—UP)—Eleven airmen from 


hatham Airforce field near 
lere apparently died when 
i big military plane crashed 
md burned last night in a 
Savannah river marsh. 


The scene- of the crash, flames 


of which were visible for miles, 
s a wild, almost inaccessible salt 
marsh alongside one of the Muddy 
•iver's three branches seven miles 
lorthwest of the city, and just 
nside the Georgia state line. 


Although less than two miles 


"rom U. S. Highway No. 17, the 
cene is reachable only by small 
scats guided by boatmen who 
enow the river. 


Only a few rescue teams were 


ible to reach the scene following 
he crash, clocked by the nearby

ontrol tower at 9:17 p. m. (EST). 
Hard to Identify 


The rescue teams said they were 


mable positively to identify the 
plane because the wreckage lay 
luried deeply in the spongy marsh 
mud. 
They reported 
definitely, 


however, that the plane was a 
military type. Military accessor- 
es such as parachute packs, lay 
ibout the wreckage, they said. 


Positive identification 
of the 


plane awaited the return of Chat- 
lam field search teams which had 
to make their way through three 
or four miles of 
marshes 
and 


across two big streams. 


The plane was believed by 
Ihatham Field.authorities to have 
oeen a B-50 four-engine bomber 
that took off at 9:12 p. m. for a 
routine training flight for El Paso. 
Tex. 
Powerful Version 
The B-50 has a wingspread of 


141 feet, is 99" feet 
long, 
and 


weighs 125,000 pounds. The air 
force describes it as a more pow- 
erful version of the B-29 super- 
fortress which was 'used to bomb 
Japan. 


In. accordance with military 


policy the list of personnel will 
not be released until the identifi- 
cation is complete and next of kin 
notified. This might take several 
days, military men said. 


The operations office at Chat- 


ham field said six of the 11 men 
aboard the B-50 were believed to 


officers. 
J. A. Lyles, tender of one of 


Ihe Highway 17 bridges across the 
Savannah river, said the plane 
passed directly over his riverside 
tiouse as it headed into the marsh. 
He said he thought from the sound 
that it would land on the house. 


When the crash came, "it looked 


like the whole world was on fire," 
he added. 
' 


A Witness 


Another witness to the crash 


was A. Y. Britt. a guard and fire- 
man at the Georgia ports author- 
ity dock. 


"The plane seemed to go up- 


ward." he said, "then the motor 
sounds became 11 regular and it 
nosed downward. Flames began 
streaking out behind it. then 
sprang outward from it. 


Britt said that when the plane 


struck the marsh, it burst into 
flames so intense they lit up a 
wide area, ''as if it were day- 
light." 


The huge plane hit at high tide, 


but gouged the soft marsh so deep 
that seepage was bad. It crashed 
into the middle of an old rice 
paddy that is now a pait of the 
Savannah national wildlife refuge. 


River mists and the painful m- 


tucacies of the tidewater marsh 
channel made the boat trip of 
several miles extremely hazardous 
while darkness lasted. 
Been at Christmas Party 


Col. 
Frederic E. Glantzberg, 


commanding officer at Chatham 
field, and Col. W. H. Hanson went 
to the Savannah sugar refinery 
wharf to direct the first attempts 
to reach the burning plane. 


They had been at a Christmas 


party and Glantzberg was" in full 
dress uniform and Hanson in a 
tuxedo. Both donned dungaiees. 


Sheriff Bill Harris of Chatham 


sloshed in with the first rescue 
paity that Hanson headed. 


"Only two bodies were recog- 


nizable," said Harris, a former 
news reporter. "The rest were 
just hunks of meat all over the 
place." 


Harris was covered with mud 


up to his neck when he came out. 


"We used life preservers to 


keep us from going all the -way 
under." he said. "The plane was 
just plain devastated. It was just 
so much scrap."

Over the cave in Bethlehem the star glisten- 


ed in the sable sky. Shepherds in the fields heard 
the voice of angels: "Glory to God in the highest 
•and on earth peace to men of goodwill." In the 
rude stable the Maid of Galilee brought forth her 
Child and wrapped Him in1 swaddling clothes. And 
the Wise Men knelt and offered gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh.

They will re- 
member and harken to His words: "Learn of Me 
because I am meek and humble of heart."

nobling and sanctifying mother- 
hood as well. 
That, at least, is 


what Christmas means in every 
place where there -is the sanctity 
of home and marriage. 


Christmas emphasizes the cult 


of home, motherhood, and 
the 


child. And if one would under- 
stand the full significance and 
;lory of this, he must contem- 
plate, in contrast, 'the low estate 
of women, the neglect of children 
and even their exposure to death 
.n primitive and even cultured, 
areas in which the Jewish and 


hristian ideals have not prevail- 


ed. 
Even the culture of Greece 


did not prohibit or prevent the 
exposure of unwanted 
children, 


regardlless of 
mother-love. 


We must never forget what the 


coming,.of the Babe of Bethlehem 
and the Jewish heritage out at 
which He came, have meant to 
the world. 


But Christmas ought to have a 


deeper significance as well. It is 
not enough to glorij'y or worship 
the Babe, bringing adoration like 
Lhe shepherds and gifts like the 
Wise Men. The true celebration 
of Christmas must be related to 
the whole life and death, anc 
resurrection in the ministry o: 
the Savior of Men. 


The note of tragedy, crownec 


with glory and triumph, is in the 
story of Christmas. 
It began in 


sadness as well as joy, as Mary 
pondered in her heart the strange 
sayings and the prophecy of the 
sword that should pierce through 
her own heart. 
That prophecj 


was fulfilled as she followed her 
Son to Calvary and stood by th< 
cross (John 19:25), a marveloui 
revelation 
of strength, courage 


and devotion; a mother worthy o 
such a Son, and sharing the real' 
ity and glory of His sacrifice. 


In that hour on Calvary oni 


could see the climax of that pro- 
blem of suffering, set forth so 
poignantly in the portrayal of tbj 
Suffering 
Servant in the 53rd 


chapter of Isaiah. That suffering 
could not be in vain, but could be 
a part of the divine plan of bless^ 
ing and redemption, was the mes 
sage of that chapter, confirmee 
and fulfilled in the suffering am 
triumph of the Christ. 


Whether or not the portraya 


referred to some earlier Sufferin 
Servant, or to the suffering rem 
riant of Israel, or directly to th 
coming Christ, the fulfillment in 
the life, death and resurrection 
of the Master is none the les 
real. 


"He shall see of the travail o 


his soul and shall be satisfied.1 
Even in the dark hour as th 
cross awaited Him Jesus coul< 
say to the disciples, "Be of gooi 
cheer, 
I 
have 
overcome 
th 


world." 


So, let our Christmas celebra 


tion be one of joy and beauty 
of rejoicing in the glorious birth 
of the sanctity of love and home 
and children, of the Christ whi 
took them up in His arms am 
blessed them! But let it be als< 
a celebration of victory and tri 
umph, the Christmas of a Chris 
who died that we, and all men 
might live!

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 23 — (5")— 


This year looks like the safest in 
history for the men who dig the 
nation's coal. 


Only a major disaster in the 


final week of 1949 can spoil what 
promises to be. record year for 
safety in the coal pits. 


Coal men declared today all 


tht credit does not belong to the 
three strikes o;! 1949 which kept 
the country's 480,000 coal diggers 
idle for varying periods of time. 


Spokesmen 
said 
safety pro- 


grams, education and equipment 
are partly responsible. 


Strikes often contribute to poor 


safety records—through nobody's 
fault at all. Resumption of min- 
ing after past strikes has been 
marked by bi£! and little disas- 
ters. 


When mines are closed, great 


care must be taken to prevent 
accumulation of deadly gas, to 
check up on roof supports which 
might sag or crack unnoticed and 
to go over electrical equipment 
which could go bad during the 
miners' absence. 


The National Coal Association, 


pointing out this miners will work 
only four day.s durirg the two 
holiday weeks, said: 


"If our industry can keep alert 


in all of the itines of this coun- 
try, we can achieve a .record 
never before attained; that is of 
going through a complete calen- 
dar year without a major disaster 
The men responsible Eor the op- 
eration of the mines have done 
a remarkable piece of work in 
carrying us to this point." 


The United States bureau of 


mines defines a major disaster as 
one in which five or more men 
lose their lives. 


The last suc-h accident—a fire 


—occurred on November 4, 1948. 
The last major mine explosion 
took place in July of 1948. 


The fatality rate for the first 


10 months of 1949 was 1.14 deaths 
for each millicn tons of soft coal 
mined. That rate, while low in 
comparison with past years, rep- 
resents the loss of 397 lives. 


Most of the victims died singly

cnly Wallace but Hopkins is a mystery." 


Newsweek's mystery, however, is not really 


• mystery at all. • 


Astute Congressman Francis Walter of Penn- 


sylvania heard what was afoot and called the 
general's bluff. Learning that Groves was plan- 
ning to wave an FDR directive as a blind for 
his innuendo attack, Walter put in a phone call 
to the department of defense with highly inter- 
esting results. 


When Groves took the stand, his first words 


were about the "directive," which, he said, en- 
joined him from discussing personnel before a 
congressional committee.

Coffee Price Finagling 
Sen. Guy Gillete of Iowa, who has been doing 


a good job of probing the zoom in coffee prices, 
Is also checking on some shenanigans of the 
New York coffee exchange, apparently aimed 
at keeping prices pegged high. 


Normally, Brazilian producers and exporters, 


which supply about half our coffee needs, are 
sellers on the excharge. However, Gillette has 
information that certain Brazilians also have 
been buying up all the coffee futures they can 
get their hands on so they can be in a con- 
trolling position to maintain inflated prices. 


Some American brokers don't like the smell 


of the foreign intrusion in the coffee exchange 
and have refused to handle the accounts of 
Brazilian traders, numbering 40 or 50 in all. 
However, others, including Ruffner, Burch and 
company, Leon Israel and Brothers and Schwa- 
bach and company—jill of New York—haven't 
balked at accepting the foreign accounts. 


This partly explains why trading on the cof- 


fee exchange has doubled since 
speculators 


started rumors 
about the "coffee 
shortage" 


scare—rumors that have been proved ground- 
less. It is one reason, also, why coffee continues 
to sell from 25 to 30 cents a pound more than 
it should. For the more coffee futures are bought 
by the speculators, the more they are able to 
control prices. 


Another factor in the price rise, of course, 


has been hoarding by jittery housewives, which 
has reduced stocks in retail stores. Commerce 
department 
records 
show 
that 
229,000,000 


pounds of green coffee were roasted for sale 
in October and 238,000,000 pounds in November, 
compared with a monthly average of 182,000,000 
pounds in July, August and September. 


Most of this excess is on the pantry shelf.

This affects their entire 
foreign policy and. will make Britain an un- 
predictable ally until elections are held next 
spring. 


MORE MONEY TO BRITAIN—Treasury Sec- 


retary Snyder has warned President Truman 
that Britain is heading for another disastrous 
financial crisis. Snyder has submitted a secret 
report on Britain's outlook, which warns that 
the British pound is now selling for less ;than 
two dollars on the1 black market and that a 
new loan of two billion dollars may be neces- 
sary to keep the British from going under. In 
brief, devaluation 
urged on the British by 


Snyder just didn't work. 


ARTIFICIAL 
MICA—Scientists at the na- 


tional Bureau of Standards, working with the 
Navy, have just discovered a method for pro- 
ducing artificial mica—one of the most stra- 
tegic materials in the world. The United States 
used 10,000 tons of mica last year—and all but 
135 tons of it came from abroad. It's absolutely 
essential in the production of radio and radar 
devices. The Bureau of Standards has now made 
this important contribution to national defense. 


Cuba and Trujillo 
Cuba's President Prio Socarras has told inti- 


mate friends that he's planning a shake-up in 
his cabinet within the next month. Prio is dis- 
satisfied with the loyalty of some of his closest 
advisers, particularly in view of the menacing 
attitude of his dictator-neighbor, Trujillo of the 
Dominican Republic, 


Several months ago, President Piio abruptly 


fired General Damera, boss of the Cuban army, 
for attempting to drive a wedge between the 
army and the presidency. Shortly after being 
fired, Damera visited the United States and 
Canada allegedly "for health and recreation." 
Significantly, it happened that Canada, at the 
time of Damera's visit, was peddling 120,000 En- 
iield rifles to all comers. 


NOTE—Canada's rifle offer brought other 


Latinos north. Anastasio Somoza, Jr., son of 
Nicaragua's dictator, was in Washington a short 
time ago on a very hush-hush mission, follow- 
ing which—or perhaps before which—he went 
to Canada. 
Fireworks Expected in Salvador 
There is real possiblity of a blowup in El 


Salvador. A four-man council of government 
has been in power in El Salvador since last 
December, at which time President Castaneda 
Castro was thrown out, ostensibly for attempting 
to perpetuate himself in power. 


The ensuing council of government consisted 


of two civilians: Dr. Humberto Costa and Dr. 
Reinaldo Galindo Pohl; and two army men, 
Maj. 
Oscar Osorio and Maj. Oscar Bolanos. 


Osorio and Galindo Pohl resigned in October 
to set up a new political party, the Partido 
Revolucionario de Unificacion Democratica. 


Before elections can be held, a constitutional 


assembly must be convoked in El Salvador and 
a new constitution drawn up setting forth the 
electoral conditions and procedures. This re- 
quirement will delay elections for about a year. 


Osorio, who was recently in the United States 


"for reasons of health," is now impatient and 
a firm believer in "direct action." He is not 
the type who could be expected to sit by and 
await the outcome of a long-drawn constitu- 
tional and electoral procedure. Hence the ex- 
pectation of fireworks. 


Now a Coal Bowl 


The New Year's holiday coming up promises 


to bring us something more than a flurry of 
bowl games this time. An extra arena may be 
set aside for some antics by John L. Lewis. 
He's been signing up small coal producers on 
new contract terms to take effect Jan. 1. If he 
doesn't get everybody aboard 'by that date, he 
can either strike the unsigned mines or put 
his miners into the pits under two different 
wage scales. 


That's never been done before, so the added 


starter ought to be fun watching.

The Doctor Says— 


Diabetes Insipid us, Marked by 
Thirst, is Difficult to Relieve

Although diabetes insipidus is 


not a common disorder several 
people have 
written 
inquiring 


about it. 
So-called sugar dia- 


betes—diabetes mellitus—is dif- 
ferent and should not be confused 
with it. 


In 
diabetes 
insipidus 
large 


quantities of urine arc passed but 
it does not contain sugar. 
This 


disease is more common in young 
persons than in older ones and in 
boys and men than in girls and 
women. 


The symptoms usually develop 


gradually although sudden onsets 
have been reported. A great in- 
crease in the amount of urine 
excreted is the most constant 
symptoms 
and 
an 
increased 


amount of thirst is also frequent. 
Someone suffering from diabetes 
incipidus may pass nearly four 
gallons of urine in 24 hours. 


Vicious Circle 
The inconvenience of this dis- 


ease is therefore obvious espe- 
cially if the victim attempts to 
quench the accompanying thirst. 
The appetite is likely to be nor- 
mal, which is different from that 
in the common form of sugar dia- 
bete in which hunger is likely to 
be excessive. In many cases the 
general health does not seem to 
suffer. 
People have been known 


to live with diabetes insipidus for 
50 years; some spontaneous recov- 


eries have taken place. 


The location of the trouble is 


fairly well known. It is pretty 
well agreed that the source lies 
in a portion, of the brain. Irrita- 
tion or injury of this region will 
produce the symptoms of diabetes 
insipidus. 


Removal of spinal fluid 
has 


sometimes been followed by greal 
improvement. Giving a hormone 
obtained from the pituitary gland 
which lies in, the brain brings 
about relief of symptoms which 
lasts for many hours. These treat- 
ments, however, have to be re- 
peated and do not bring about a 
permanent cure. Until more has 
been learned about its origins, it 
is unlikely that much progress 
will be made in management.

Battle of the Beverages, Tea 
And Coffee., Expected in 1950 


By Sam iDawson 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22— (JP)—A 


battle of the beverages is shaping 
up for next year. A price-supply- 
demand tangle around the world. 
mixed in with currency juggling 
aboard, gives the chance to test 
the American taste for coffee or 
tea as its favorite hot and stimu- 
lating' cup. 


Coffee men insist high prices 


won't change a coffee drinker's 
habits. They plan to try to get 
Americans to drink more coffee, in 
spite of radically higher prices, 
to do this, they'll have 'to outbid 
Europeans for the bean. 


Tea men, jubilant that then- 


product has held fairly steady in 
price since the summer of 1947, 
after raising 44 per ce-nt above 
prewar days, are planning a drive 
next month to induce Americans 
to switch from coffee to tea. Of 
course, they've tried this for years, 
but next month they'll stress cof- 
fee prices as their talking point. 


What are Americans hot bever- 


age 
habits 
now? 
Apparently, 


about five to one for coffee. 


Americans consume 2.6 billion 


pounds of coffee a year—enough 
for about 100 billion cups. 
The 


roasters think that figure should 
grow to 3.9 billion pounds—more 
than 150 billion cups—despite re- 
cent crop declines in Brazil. Euro- 
peans consumption this year is 
estimated at less than a billion 
pounds, and :'.s expected to drop 
next year under the weight of 
price—Europeans just don't have 
the money. 
But Americans do, 


and roasters insist that the big 
jump in prices in recent weeks 
hasn't affected sales. 


Americans import less than 100 


million pounds of tea a year— 
that makes about 20 billion cups, 
the Tea 
Bureau Inc., 
says if 


brewed properly. The bureau says 
that so far this year the sale of 
tea has advanced eight per cent 
over last. The big season is the 
summer. Thanks to that almost 
exclusively American drink, iced 
tea. Tea men count heavily on 
soaring coffee prices turning many 
persons to tea for the hot cup 
that cheers in the winter time, 
and gives sales a pickup in this, 
traditionally slack season.

Cut Off Drill Pay

1 for at least six months. 


Army officials disclosed the ac- 


tion today. They said a tremend- 
ous jump in the number entering 
the paid drill program has lett 
the Army without enough money 
to continue the payments. 


The order affects 57,70(5 officers 


and 20,759 enlisted men. They 
are in units which, would be used 
as '.'fillers" in Army groups in 
event of mobilization.

The money supply, it noted, fell 


off in 1949 for the third year in 
a row. "The total amount of cur- 
•ency outside banks at the end 
of November," the board said, 
•was 5800,000,000 less than a year 
earlier and $1,500,000,000 below 
November, 1946." 


Like money, pigs were expected 


to be plentiful in 1950. The Agri- 
culture Department said the fall 
crop this year is ten per cent 
ligher than last year's, while next 
spring's crop is due to be six per 
cent bigger than in the spring 
of 1949. 


Those two crops will make up 


the bulk of the 1950 pork supply, 
and the increase probably will be 
reflected in lower prices paid by 
the consumer. 


In a second announcement, the 


department said it will support 
egg prices at a level intended to 
assure farmers across the nation 
of an average income of 37 cents 
a dozen—compared with 45 cents 
this year. 


That policy, ollicials predicted, 


will mean a drop of eight to ten 
cents a dozen in the average cost 
to consumers. 


In the steel picture, the $4-per- 


ton boost recently announced by 
U.S. Steel Corp., was spreading 
quickly throughout the industry, 
which was expected to pass it on 
to steel users and thence to the 
consumer.

But the whole intricate struc- 


ture collapsed in the 1930's under 
searching investigation by com- 
mittees of Congress, and thous- 
ands of stockholders lost millions 
of dollars in the crash. 


The 
aggressive, 
hard-driving 


Hopson was convicted in New 
York federal court of defrauding 
A. G. & E. of nearly $20,000,000 
(M). 
He was sentenced to five 


years in prison, and later to a 
two-year term for failure to pay 
$1,886,405 on unreported profits 
in the stock market cash year of 
1939. 


Hopson's unparalleled shuffel- 


ing of stocks and bonds were in 
large measure responsible for the 
enactment 'of the public utilities 
holding company act and much 
other 
regulatory legislation in 


new deal days. 


The final blow to his paper- 


built empire was dealt by the 
securities and exchange commis- 
sion when, in 1939 it forbade 
big subsidiaries in the Hopson 
system to keep on pouring divid - 
ends upward through the holding 
company chain. 


In 10 yours he built A. G. & 


E. from a $7,000,000 firm into a 
billion dollar enterprise that sup- 
plied gas, electricity, water, steam, 
ice and transportation to 2,000,- 
000 people in 20 states. 


He also took over a large share 


of the foundered Van Sweringen 
utilities empire. 


In all, he added 522 companies 


to the system of which he ac- 
quired control for a $300 000 in- 
vestment.
